More'Blniaclering. 

OncQ more tho orgiui devotes a loadinp 
article to tho work of extracting oicdil 
for its mnHter out of tho proposed kind 
surveys and sales. It must, indeed, be 
hard pressed.; ,|,On ji former occasion we 
pointiadoat tlxo faofc that, inasmuch as the 
Go^eromens were merely carrying out 
the idstruotions of tlie Legislative Assem- 
bly,' thoy ■wera entitled to no credit for 
simpiy 'doing 'their duty; but, on the 
oontrory, thoy were cunsurnblo for dihx- 
torinoss. Let tho organ wa.it till tho work 
is done; and if it (ihivll bo found to liave 
boon bettor and more eeouomically done 
than such work was wont to bo dono, it 
will bo timo enough to claim credit. Bui 
wo warn the Government that, so far 
from earning credit, thoy arn in a fairway 
to incur still farther censure for tho man- 
ner, of , doing ^ the work. There are 
BevMal litUe matters .that we shall re- 
serve for another oocasion. Meanw hi li- 
tre .mtuld point out what appears to us to 
bo a serious error committed by the Gov- 
ernment in tho very outset. They have 
odvertised a very largo list of lots in tho 
Now Westminster Distriot to bo oft'orod 
forsalo by auction in this city on tho IlOth 
proximo. If wo may judge of tlio inten- 
tion of the LcgiBlaturo by tho discnsHion 
elicited when tho Land Law was before 
the House, it was that lots in tho variou.s 
Districts should be occasionally offered 
for sale chiefly in order to aflford settlors an 
opportunity of extending homesteads al- 
ready establiished, or of establishing new 
ones.' To carry out the true spirit and 
intent, of the law-makers, the land sale 
alluded to ought certainly to be held in 
-HjTew Westminster Distriot, instead of at 
Victoria, because those who propose to 
extend their homesteads reside there, and 
those v\io desire to acquire for tho first 
time would naturally wish to go there in 
order to examine tho land for themsolvos, 
•while even those proposing to buy for 
speoulativo purposes might well bo pre- 
sumed to bo not disinclined to proceed 
thither. Instead, however, of holding 
the sale in the important District in 
which the land is situate, it is to be held 
on Yancouver Island, where the settlers 
muat go at an expense in time and money 
probably about equal to the purchase 
price of the land. They muat come all 
the way here to compete with outside 
BpdSHliitorB, or else thoy must bo absent 
and allow the bits of land they so mucli 
need and to which, thro iigli their indu.itry, 
they have, soto speak, acquired amoral ti- 
tle to fall into the hands of absentee pecu- 
lators. This does not seem right, does 
it? Looking at the matter apart from 
these and other considerations wliich 
might be presented, we would not be very 
apt to object to an arrangement seemingly 
calculated to "bring grist" to Victoria. 
But this would not be legitimate "grist." 
The interests and consiclerations involved 
are of altogether too. sacred and important 
a nature to admit of schemos of mare 
local aggrandisement. We are too much 
coacei-ned to see these lands reach deserv- 
ing hands and turned to proper use to 
think of 'uiy little cudos or ailvnutiige 
likely to acaruo to Victoria from having 
the sale held here. Where grave ques- 
tions of justice and policy are concern- 
ed, xieople must learn to rise above such 
considerations. Is it intended that lauds 
in all the Districts, in Cariboo, for in- 
stance, shall be sold here? Just think of 
settlers in tho more remote Districts 
being obUged to attend a land sale at 
Victoria, or run tho ri.sk of being sand- 
wiched by absentee speculators! In this 
it may be presumed tho Ministry aro act- 
ing upon the principle so strongly con- 
tended for by the Attornoy-General and 
so pertinaciously claimed by tlio Chief 
Commissioner, viz., that tho latirl law.s 
were framed with an especial view to the 
convenience of officials and to eiial)io the 
OiHcer who administers them to act ac- 
oo]|ding to the volitions of his own will. 
Unddubtedly the tendency of the plan 
they have adopted in respect to these 
land sales will bo to put land into tho 
bands of speculators which ought to bo 
carefully guarded for Ibobo/ia fide settler.s. 
True, wo have been reminded that tho 
^.Vild Laud Tax is anover-failing remedy 
for land speculation. But our contem- 
porary eichibits unpardonable ignorance 
in describing that impost as a "tax upon 
wild lands of ono cent per acre upon 
their assessed value." That is a. self evi- 
dent contradiction in terms. Besides, 
prevention is so very much better than 
euro. Wo maiutiin that tho-io land sales 
ought to be conducted, both as regards 
time, place and general conditions, with 
an especial view to the interests and con- 
venience of the bona fide settler, — not so 
as to jjlay into the hands of the bj)oc'u1u- 
tor, or for tho more convonieuco of oiW- 
cials. It does not surprise us to learn 
that very general and very pronounced 
dissatisfaction is likely to be the result of 
tiiejfirst land sale, anaounced with such 
a floarish of trinnj)ets by the local organ, 
anil out of which the Jlini-itry liopod to 
c in alittlo jjopularity, while, at ihesame 
time they expected to bring a little money 
into a treasury emptied by their gigantic 
absorbing powers. Verily,
